On September 19, 1963, Judgment favor of 
LONNIE BEN MORGAN was returned, with oondition that MORGAN 
give half his property to his wife and that he pay her 
1200.00 per month alimony, plus pay $116.00 monthly rent 
on her residence at 215 Beauregard Street, Lake Charles,- 
until suoh time as the divoroe is final. 


No reoord of any chattel mortgage in the name 
of LONNIE BEN MORGAN was looated in the reoords of the 
Clerk of Courts office.
